Chaplain  Barry  C.  Black  is  a  native  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  an  alumnus  of 
Oakwood  College,  Andrews  University,  North  Carolina  Central  University,  Eastern 
Baptist  Seminary,  Salve  University,  and  United  States  International  University. 
He  has  earned  graduate  degrees  in  Divinity,  Counseling,  Management,  Ministr\  and 
Psychology 

Commissioned  as  a  chaplain  in  1976,  Capt.  Black's  first  duty  station  was  the 
Fleet  Religious  Support  Activity  in  Norfolk,  Virginia.  Subsequent  assignments  were: 
Naval  Support  Activity,  Philadelphia;  United  States  Naval  Academy;  First  Marine  Aircraft 
Wind,  Okinawa;  Navel  Training  Center,  San  Diego;  USS  BELLEAU  WOOD  (LHA  3); 
Naval  Chaplains  School  Advanced  Course;  Marine  Aircraft  Group  THIRTY-ONE, 
Beaufort,  South  Carolina;  and  Assistant  Staff  Chaplain,  Chief  of  Naval  Education  and 
Training,  Pensacola. 

Chaplain  Black  enjoys  writing  and  has  authored  more  than  45  articles  which 
were  published  in  a  variety  of  religious  journals.  While  serving  at  NTC,  San  Diego,  he 
wrote  the  devotion  book  Words  for  Recruits. 

Chaplain  Black  has  been  a  popular  lecturer  and  preacher  in  the  United  States. 
England,  Australia,  and  the  Caribbean.  His  preaching  contributions  were  recognized  in 
two  books,  Profiles  of  Service  and  A  Star  Gives  Light. 

Decorations  include  two  Meritorious  Ser\'ice  Medals,  two  Na\y  Commendation 
Medals,  Joint  Meritorious  Unit  Award,  Meritorious  Unit  Commendation,  Na\y  "E" 
Ribbon,  Fleet  Marine  Force  Ribbon,  National  Defense  Service  .Medal,  Humanitarian 
Service  Medal,  an  the  Sea  Service  Deployment  Ribbon.  Chaplain  Black  also  received 
the  1995  NAACP  Roy  Wilkins  Renown  Service  Award,  selected  from  127  nominees. 

Chaplain  Black  is  married  to  the  former  Brenda  Pearsall  of  Saint  Petersburg, 
Florida.  They  have  three  sons,  Barry  II,  Brendan  and  Bradford.

Elder  Walter  L.  Pearson,  Jr.,  is  Associate  Secretary  for  Evangelism  and  Church  Growth  at 
the  Ministerial  Association  of  the  General  Conference  of  Seventh-Day  Adventists.  Before 
his  election  to  this  post  at  the  General  Conference  Session  in  Utrecht,  Holland,  he  was  the 
first  African  American  to  serve  as  an  Associate  Director  of  the  Ellen  G.  White  Estate.  He  graduated 
with  a  degree  in  Religion  and  Theology  from  Oakwood  College.  He  holds  a  certificate  in  counseling 
from  the  University  of  Kentucky  and  has  done  graduate  work  at  Georgia  State  University. 

This  is  his  twenty-eighth  year  in  the  Gospel  Ministry.  Pearson's  ministerial  experience  includes 
a  four  year  term  as  Director  of  Youth  and  Urban  Ministry  programs  for  the  Allegheny  West 
Conference  of  Seventh-Day  Adventists.  He  has  provided  pastoral  leadership  for  congregations  in 
Virginia,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  Georgia.  In  1995,  he  completed  a  term  of  more  than  eight  years 
as  Senior  Pastor  of  the  Berean  Seventh-Day  Adventist  Church  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  During  his 
tenure  in  Atlanta,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board  with  Mayor  Maynard  Jackson's  Atlanta 
Religious  .Mobilization  Against  Crime  (ARMAC)  and  a  volunteer  Chaplain  for  two  law  enforcement 
agencies. 

While  serving  as  a  district  Pastor,  Pearson  was  invited  to  preach  across  the  United  States 
at  churches,  colleges,  universities,  youth  rallies,  convocations  and  camp  meetings.  In  addition,  he 
addressed  audiences  in  Hamilton,  Bermuda:  Scarborough,  England:  Aarhus,  Denmark:  Sidney, 
Australia;  St.  Thomas,  U.S.  Virgin  Islands  and  Toronto,  Canada.  He  conducted  successful  evangelistic 
crusades  annually  in  each  of  his  districts  as  well  as  others  in  Kingston,  Jamaica:  Ghana,  West 
Africa:  Warsaw,  Poland  and  London,  England  (2).  The  Lord  has  honored  his  faith  with  more  than 
four  thousand  baptisms.  He  has  visited  Japan,  Indonesia,  England,  South  .Africa,  Hungary,  Uganda, 
Kenya  and  Zimbabwe  representing  two  entities  at  the  World  headquarters  of  the  Adventist  church. 
Pearson  also  served  as  Executive  Director  and  Speaker  for  television  programs  in  Philadelphia, 
Penns\lvania  and  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

This  Minister  has  received  numerous  awards  from  significant  religious,  academic  and  civic 
organizations  including  two  honorary  doctorate  degrees.  On  four  separate  occasions,  he  has  been 
named  "Pastor  of  the  Year"  b\  his  Local  Conference.  In  1991,  he  became  the  first  Seventh-Da\ 
Adventist  to  be  inducted  into  the  prestigious  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr  Board  of  Preachers  and 
Collegium  of  Scholars  at  .Morehouse  College  in  Atlanta.

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Eardell  Jennifer  Rashford  was  born  in  Harlem,  New  York  City.  She  is  the  daughter  of  the 
late  A.  Samuel  Rashford  and  Eardell  B.  Rashford.  Her  parents  were  committed  to 
Christian  Education  and  provided  it  for  their  daughter  Eardell  attended  Manhattan 
Elementary  School,  now  known  as  R.T.  Hudson  School.  She  completed  her  High  School  educa- 
tion at  Northeastern  Academy.  Eardell  continued  her  education  by  enrolling  in  Oakwood  College 
where  she  graduated  with  a  B.A.  in  History.  Thereafter  she  entered  Howard  University  School 
of  Law  and  obtained  her  Jurist  Doctor  degree. 

While  attending  law  school,  Eardell  engaged  in  community  service  and  devoted  time  to 
the  Washington,  D.C.  Neighborhood  Information  Center.  Upon  completion  of  law  school,  she 
entered  the  field  of  law  by  working  as  a  Law  Clerk  for  the  New  York  City  Legal  Society.  This 
was  followed  by  employment  with  the  City  of  New  York  Department  of  Consumer  Affairs  and 
the  Community  Board  Assistance  Unit.  For  15  years  thereafter,  Eardell  served  as  an  attorney 
for  the  New  York  City  Division  of  Real  Property,  now  known  as  the  Division  of  Real  Estate 
Services.  On  July  27,  1995,  Eardell  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of 
New  York. 

Eardell  gives  glory  and  honor  to  God  for  what  He  has  done  in  her  life.  She  is  a  lifelong 
member  of  the  Ephesus  church  of  New  York  City  and  has  served  as  an  assistant  church  clerk, 
assistant  treasurer,  assistant  Sabbath  school  superintendent  and  assistant  Sabbath  school  teacher 
On  the  Northeastern  Conference  level,  she  has  been  a  legal  advisor  to  the  conference,  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Victory  Lake  Nursing  Center  and  a  member  of  the  Constitution 
and  Bylaws  Committee.

Gloria  J.  Singleton,   an  ardent  believer  and  sup 
porter  of  Christian  education,  is  a  native  Jackson 
of    Cleveland,  Ohio.  She  is  the  daughter  of  the 
late  Edward  and  Dorothy  Terrell  Jackson.  Her  formative  years 
of  education   were   spent   at   Ramah   Junior  Academy. 

Undergraduate  studies  were  completed  at  Oakwood  College,  and  graduate  studies  were  completed 
at  the  Catholic  University  of  America,  yielding  a  master  of  arts  degree.  Additional  graduate 
studies  were  completed  at  the  University  of  Maryland  and  George  Washington  University. 

Mrs.  Singleton  is  the  former  principal  of  Shadyside  Elementary  School.  She  served 
in  that  capacity  from  January  1986  through  June  1994.  She  now  serves  in  the  office  of  the 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  schools  as  an  Administrative  Educator 

Gloria  is  currently  an  Administrative  Educator  with  the  Prince  George's  Count\  Public 
School  System.  She  is  the  recipient  of  numerous  honors  and  awards:  Outstanding  Educator's 
Award  from  the  Prince  George's  County  Chamber  of  Commerce;  Outstanding  Ueadership  Award 
from  the  Power's  Corporation;  Outstanding  Leadership  Award  from  the  Washington  Post 
Newspaper.  There  were  proclamations  from  the  Prince  George's  County  council  and  the  school 
board,  as  well  as  the  1994  Prince  Georgian  of  the  year  Her  biographical  sketch  was  recenth 
included  in  the  history  book,  "Women  of  Achievement "  in  Prince  George's  count\'.

"Justice  for  Peace  ceremonies;  the  Prayer  Breakfast  for  the  National  Council  of  Negro  Women; 
and  the  first  and  largest  naturalization  ceremony  ever  held  in  Prince  George's  county. 

Surprisingly,  she  is  most  noted  for  the  fact  that,  for  seven  of  eight  years,  in  which  she 
sang  the  National  Anthem  for  the  Washington  Redskin  Football  Team,  they  won  each  game. 

Be  ever  so  mindful  that  it  is  the  hymns  of  the  church  which  won  her  heart,  and  brought 
the  highest  acclamation  from  her  audiences. 

Throughout  her  careers  in  both  education  and  music,  she  has  been  assisted  and  supported 
by  her  husband,  Alvin. 

Gloria  and  her  husband  Alvin  have  no  children  of  their  own,  but  students  ha\e  had  the 
privilege  of  attending  Oakwood  College  for  four  years  through  their  generosit\.

Donald  F.  Blalie,  born  in  Mount  Vernon,  N.Y.,  was  the  third  of  eight  children  of  Joseph 
Henry  Blake,  and  Lylace  Elizabeth  Michael  Blake.  Though  the  parents  were  only  minimally  educated,  the 
Blake  children  were  taught  early,  via  precept  and  example,  to  love  God,  make  formal  education  a  high 
priority,  deal  honestly  with  all  people  and  give  only  their  best  to  assist  your  fellow  people.  A  typical  Blake  family, 
caught  in  the  inextricable  web  of  poverty  and  discrimination  that  characterized  the  urban  ghettoes,  the  Blakes 
were  always  strong  on  decency,  honesty,  and  had  a  real  commitment  to  family,  church  and  community.  Theirs  was 
a  typical  example  of  the  quiet,  yet  impactful  strength  of  the  Black  family,  which  achieved  against  seemingly 
insurmountable  odds  fueled  by  a  strong  faith  in  God  and  a  determination  fired  up  by  the  indomitable  spirit  of  Black 
folk. 

Don  began  his  formal  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Mount  Vernon,  transferred  to  the  Adventist  School 
System  in  the  6th  grade  and  completed  high  school  at  Northeastern  Academy  in  NYC  in  1949.  That  same  Fall, 
Don  says  he  matriculated  at  Oakwood  College,  and  under  the  monitoring  of  Prof.  Robert  L.  Reynolds,  and  Drs. 
Emerson  Cooper  and  Rothacker  Smith,  Blake  graduated  in  1953  with  a  BA,  majoring  in  biology  and  minoring  in 
chemistry  In  the  Fall  of  1953,  and  at  the  invitation  of  his  "friends  and  neighbors",  Don  served  the  US  Army  as  a 
medic  in  Korea. 

The  Fall  of  1956  found  Blake  enrolled  in  the  Zoology  Department  of  Michigan  State  University  of  East 
Lansing,  Michigan.  Because  of  a  weak  educational  background,  Don  had  to  spend  an  extra  year  in  make-up  work. 
While  remediation  appeared  to  be  a  devastating  blow  at  first,  it  has  become  the  most  significant  Blessing  of  Dr 
Blake's  academic  career  Armed  with  a  second  bachelor's  and  master's  degree  from  Michigan  State  University,  Dr 
Blake  went  to  the  University  of  Rhode  Island  for  his  doctoral  studies.  It  was  also  while  at  the  University  of  Rode 
Island  and  on  Walla  Walla  College  that  he  became  deeply  involved  as  an  activist  in  the  civil  rights  movement. 

The  time  at  Walla  Walla  and  Oakwood  College  helped  develop  Don's  skills  as  a  teacher/researcher,  and 
the  time  at  Mississippi  Valley  State  University  and  Kentucky  State  University  helped  develop  his  senior  administrative 
skills.  It  was  the  administrative/research  skills  that  Blake  brought  to  ITT  Hartford  where  he  served  as  Director 
of  Corporate  Education  before  retiring  in  1994.  During  his  tenure  at  ITT  Hartford,  Blake  continued  his  role  as 
a  community  activist  and  a  motivator  of  young  people.  In  the  Fall  of  1985,  Dr  Blake  was  invited  to  become  the 
next  President  of  Oakwood  College,  a  position  which  he  ultimately  declined. 

Currently,  Blake  ser\es  as  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Upper  Albany  Neighborhood  Collaborative,  a 
community  action  agency  in  Hartford  funded  by  the  Ford  Foundation  and  also  agency  in  Hartford  Foundation  for 
Public  Giving.  He  serves  the  SDA  Church  as  a  trustee  of  Oakwood  College  where  he  is  chairman  of  the  De\elopment 
Committee,  and  a  member  of  the  Steering  Committee  of  the  Shields  of  Gold  Capital-Campaign,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  the  Center  for  Global  Mission,  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,  the  Board  of  the  Hartford  .Area  SDA 
School,  and  the  First  Elder  of  the  HOPE  SDA  Church  in  Bloomfield,  CT 

His  community  commitment  is  demonstrated  by  his  service  on  the  following  boards:  The  John  Rogers 
Center  The  Samaritans  of  the  Capital  Region,  The  Hartford  Mental  Health  .Area  Big  Brother/Big  Sisters,  and 
the  Friends  of  Betances.  Don  sings  with  the  Alfred  E.  White  Chorale,  a  professional  singing  group  dedicated  to 
the  preservation  and  perpetuation  of  the  Negro  spirituals. 

Don  is  married  to  the  former  Vera  M.  Stevenson,  whom  he  first  met  at  Oakwood  in  1952;  they  are  the 
parents  of  Dwyane  and  Kimberly,  and  the  grandparents  of  Ryan,  Lonnie  and  Brandon.  They  are  also  surrogate 
parents,  mentors  and  role  models  to  many  other  young  people.

Elder  Willis  typifies  the  strong,  black,  single  parent  who 
is  doing  a  wonderful  job  holding  his  family  together  in 
this  era  which  often  reflects  family  disintegration. 

Elder  Willis  is  a  product  of  a  closely  knit,  third  generation 
Seventh-day  Adventist  family.  He  was  born  in  Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina  where  he  completed  his  early  education.  He  served  his  country 

in  the  Army  Air  Force,  pursued  a  business  career  two  years,  and  attended  and  graduated  from  Oakwood 
College.  He  was  the  first  Willis  to  attend  Oakwood  College,  subsequently  thirteen  Willises  followed  his 
example.  He  earned  a  B.A.  Degree  with  a  major  in  Religion  and  a  minor  in  Business. 

On  campus,  he  was  affectionately  addressed  as  "Pop"  and  was  successful  in  wooing  and  winning  the 
darling  of  his  campus  family,  Georgia  Battle.  The  couple  became  parents  of  three  children:  James  P.  II, 
Carnell  E.,  and  Carla.  Ail  of  the  children  are  products  of  Christian  Education  and  attended  Oakwood  College. 
James  II  and  Carla  are  both  graduates.  The  three  children,  despite  the  loss  of  their  mother,  have  remained 
faithful  to  the  Seventh-da>  Adventist  Church. 

James  married  an  Oakwoodite,  Janice  Lindsay  and  they  are  the  parents  of.  Carol  Janae  and  James 
P  III.  James  II  served  ten  years  as  teacher  and  principal  of  Lynwood  Academ\;  Principal  of  Los  .Angeles 
Academy;  \  ice-Principal  of  La  Sierra  Academy,  and  is  presently  a  candidate  for  his  Ph.D.  at  Loma  Linda 
University. 

Carla  is  on  the  staff  of  New  York  University  Dental  School  as  Registrar  She  is  wife  of  Herbert 
Thomas,  an  Oakwoodite,  and  private  real  estate  broker  Carla  also  busies  herself  rearing  a  future  Oakwoodite, 
their  daughter  Camille. 

Carnell,  followed  the  family  tradition,  and  married  an  Oakwoodite,  Doroth\  \an  Putten.  The\  are 
the  parents  of  two  children,  Edwin  and  Jacqueline. 

W  bile  at  Oakwoood,  "Pop"  traveled  e.xtensively  singing  with  the  .Alabama  Singers.  .After  his  gradu- 
ation, he  served  a  year  as  the  college  baker  His  ministry  began  in  South  Central  Conference  in  1955  where 
he  pastured  eight  >ears  in  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  Tennessee. 

Beginning  in  19(52,  Elder  Willis,  now  retired,  labored  in  Northeastern  Conference.  He  pastored 
Hempstead  Temple,  .Vlt.  Vernon,  City  Tabernacle.  Lighthouse  Tabernacle  and  New  Rochelle.  He  was  pro- 
moted to  conference  Sabbath  School  Director,  serving  nine  years,  and  then  to  Trust  Service  for  six  \ears. 
While  diligent  as  a  pastor  and  strong  male  image  in  his  home,  "Pop"  was  awarded  man\  honors:  Honorar\ 
Doctorate,  Baltimore  College  of  Divinity;  New  Rochelle  Retirement  Honors;  Northeastern  Ushers  Federation

Elder  Willis  is  a  loyal  son  of  Oakwood  and  a  faithful,  dedicated  member  of  the  .A.  Samuel  Rashford 
Chapter  of  the  Oakwood  College  Alumni  Association.  He  has  served  as  \'ice  President  and  is  present  regu- 
larK  at  our  monthh  meetings.  For  more  than  ten  years  he  has  served  as  an  officer  of  the  National  .Alumni 
Association,  first  as  Public  Relations  Officer  and  now  as  Chaplain. 

W  bile  society  asks  about  the  presence  of  the  Black  Male  in  the  home,  the  .AS.  Rashford  can  answer 
for  "Pop"  Willis.  He  is  with  his  children,  devotedly  filling  the  void  left  by  the  demise  of  his  wife,  and  their 
mother  Pop  is  shepherding  his  family  flock  and  wants  to  be  able  to  answer  our  Lord  saving  "Here  are  the 
children  you  gave  me."  Men  and  fathers  take  heed.  \bu  can  be  that  strong,  black  male,  and  hold  vour  familv 
flock  together  just  as  Elder  James  "Pop"  Willis  is  doing. 
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Daniel  L.  Davis 


Daniel  Davis  was  born  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  At  age  of  fifteen  he  began  a  boxing 
career  and  at  age  sixteen  worked  at  night  in  the  steel  mill,  while  attending  public  high 
school.  Upon  graduation  in  1943,  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Air  Force.  He  served 
in  the  combat  theater  of  the  Pacific.  Upon  returning  home  he  continued  as  a  professional  boxer 
but  was  soon  introduced  to  Christ  and  the  5DA  church  by  Elizabeth  Hall.  They  visited  Oakwood's 
1947  graduation,  were  married  on  September  22  and  were  enrolled  as  married  students  on 
September  24th. 

Davis  graduated  with  honors  in  the  class  of  1951.  He  began  his  ministry  in  Allegheny 
Conference  serving  as  Pastor  Evangelist  of  13  churches  in  the  states  of  West  Virginia,  New 
Jersey,  and  Ohio.  He  also  worked  in  Evangelistic  campaigns  in  Virginia,  Pennsylvania  and 
Washington,  DC.  From  1991  through  1993  Davis  served  the  church  first  as  a  Departmental 
Director  MV  (now  AY)  and  Lay  Activities,  now  Church  Ministries  (Prison  Ministry-Community 
Services  Health  "3?  Temperance,  etc.),  then  Youth  Ministries  in  the  Columbia  Union  1974-1980 
and  overseas  as  Youth  Director  of  the  33  African-Indian  Ocean  Division  of  the  General  Conference 
1980-1982.

Many  other  innovative  Senior  Youth  Ministry  and  Pathfinder  programs 
were  first  conceived,  developed  and  field  tested  in  Allegheny  East  and  then  adopted  and  adapted 
by  higher  organizations. 

In  1992,  Davis  transferred  from  Youth  Ministry  to  become  Director  of  the  Trust 
Department  of  Allegheny  East  Conference  where  he  now  helps  the  membership  with  Estate 
Planning,  Wills  and  Trusts.  He  also  has  become  a  specialist  in  Senior  Citizen  Housing.  Elder 
Daniel  L.  Davis  has  served  the  church  as  a  minister  for  more  than  forty-four  years. 

Elder  and  Mrs.  Davis  have  been  married  for  over  forty-eight  years.  Thej  have  two 
children,  Elizabeth  Bell  and  Daniel  Davis,  Jr.  both  former  Oakwood ites,  and  six  grand-daughters, 
prospective  Oakwoodities.

Darryl  was  born  in  Lake  Providence,  Louisiana,  the  oldest  of  six  children  born  to 
Emma  and  Archie  Cleveland,  Jr  The  family  later  moved  to  Monroe,  Louisiana,  where 
Darryl  graduated  from  Wossman  High  School  in  1977. 

He  graduated  from  Oakwood  College  in  1982  with  a  Bachelor's  degree  in  Biolog\.  He 
conducted  graduate  work  in  Soil/Plant  Science,  specializing  in  soil  microbiolog>,  at  Alabama 
A®M  University,  completing  those  studies  in  1984. 

Darryl  has  been  employed  by  the  Ohio  State  Fire  Marshal  for  the  past  seven  years.  He 
holds  the  position  of  Bureau  Chief  for  the  Bureau  of  Underground  Storage  Tank  Regulations 
(BUSTR).  He  is  the  first  African-American  to  hold  a  chief  position  in  the  history  of  the  State

He  is  married  to  the  former  Lauretta  Smith  of  Montgomery,  Alabama,  and  has  one 
child,  Lauren  Elizabeth,  who  is  six  years  old.  They  currently  reside  in  Columbus,  Ohio  and

Elder  Eugene  F.  Carter,  Sr,  was  a  graduate  of  the  first  class  of  Oakwood  Senior  College  in  1945. 
His  first  pastorate  was  Huntsville,  Alabama  and  after  two  successful  tent  efforts,  he  built  the 
first  representative  edifice  in  Huntsville  and  named  it  the  First  Huntsville  Seventh-Day  Adventist 
Church.  This  building  was  eventually  sold  to  the  urban  renewal  program  for  $86,000  which  became  the 
financial  nucleus  for  the  present  building.  He  went  on  from  there  to  become  the  first  full  time  chaplain  of 
the  now  defunct  Riverside  Sanitarium  and  Hospital,  and  also  the  pastor  of  the  Meharry  Boulevard  Church 
in  Nashville. 

He  and  his  wife,  OIlie  Lee,  began  the  first  church  School  at  Riverside  and  he  also  was  responsible 
for  the  erection  of  the  former  Riverside  Chapel  that  is  still  in  use  today  After  four  years  in  Nashville,  Elder 
Carter  accepted  a  call  to  Brooklyn,  New  York  where  he  remained  for  eight  years.  While  at  Bethel,  Elder 
Carter  through  various  evangelistic  endeavors  and  a  very  successful  tent  meeting  in  1958,  was  able  to 
baptize  approximately  300  precious  souls  during  his  tenure  there. 

The  church,  parsonage  and  the  school  were  also  extensively  renovated  during  his  regime.  The 
school  which  grew  from  over  ninety  students  to  approximately  160  was  remodeled  into  four  spacious  class 
rooms  and  a  complete  second  floor  and  kitchen  were  added. 

In  1959,  Elder  Carter  was  transferred  to  Boston,  Massachusetts  where  he  purchased  the  church 
building  that  the  Berea  Church  is  occupying  today.  After  four  years  in  Boston,  he  was  transferred  to 
Buffalo,  New  York  and  from  there  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Beacon  Light  Church  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri. 
After  a  successful  tent  effort  in  1964,  he  remodeled  the  church  and  installed  the  first  centralized  air 
conditioning  unit  in  a  church  in  Central  States  Conference. 

In  1967,  Elder  Carter  was  transferred  to  the  Berean  Church  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri  where  he 
remained  for  eight  years.  After  two  very  rewarding  tent  meetings  there,  he  remodeled  the  church  to  the 
tune  of  $100,000.  In  1974,  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  OIlie  Lee  Carter,  he  was  called  to  the 
conference  to  be  the  Departmental  Director  of  Stewardship,  Personal  Ministries  and  Sabbath  School. 
Eventually,  he  was  appointed  to  be  the  Executive  Secretary,  the  position  from  which  he  retired  after  18 
years  in  the  Central  States  Conference  office  and  43  years  as  a  conference  worker.

mission: 

•  Helped  to  transform  the  university  s  student  body  into  the  well-rounded  and  diverse  student  population  for  which 
the  institution  is  known  today.  During  his  tenure  the  university's  representation  of  minority  students,  and  the  range 
of  support  programs  available  to  them,  increased  dramatically.  Eighty-five  percent  of  the  total  number  of  minorit\ 
students  who  had  graduated  from  this  institution  through  1992  were  recruited  and  graduated  during  the  sears  of 
Dr  Partridge's  service  to  this  institution. 

•  Worked  to  assure  students  an  active  voice  in  university  governance.  He  not  only  led  in  the  founding  of  the  .Associ 
ated  Students  of  Loma  Linda  University,  but  he  also  worked  to  include  student  representatives    on  man\  uni\ersit\ 
committees  and  programs. 

•  In  1975.  was  actively  involved  in  establishing  one  of  the  campus   most  popular  annual  e\ents.  the  Fine  Arts 
Festival.  This  event  continues  to  meet  the  university  communit\'s  need  to  join  In  an  endeawr  that  promotes  a  spirit 
of  togetherness  and  reflection 

•  During  the  Inaugural  Fine  .Arts  Festival  originated  the  idea  of  a  significant  university  sculpture;  and  from  this  idea 
grew  the  bronzed  representation  of  the  parable  told  by  Jesus  In  Luke   1050-37,  The  Good  Samarltan--tangibl\ 
illustraling  the  university's  mission  as  a  health  science  institution. 

•  Envisioned  a  facility  -  a  "special  place  "  -  where  students  and  the  community  could  energize  their  bodies.  in\lgorate 
their  energies,  and  stimulate  their  minds  as  they  came  together  to  participate  in  acti\ities  that  would  facilitate 
recreation  and  wellness.  He  began  by  investigating  the  possibility  of  constructing  a  student  life  center  on  the 
campus  -  \isiting  established  centers,  obtaining  preliminary  architectural  plans,  etc.  On  Januar>   1  1.  1995.  his 
dream  became  a  realits  as  the  state-of-the-art  500.000  square  foot  Dra.sson  Center  was  opened 

In  addition  to  his  active  career  at  Loma  Linda  University.  Dr  Partridge  has  contributed  to  student  affairs  and  uni\ersit\ 
personnel  organizations  around  the  nation.  He  has  been  a  member  of  more  than  eighteen  professional  organizations 

Since  his  official  retirement  in  1992.  Dr  Partridge  has  found  that  many  interests  and  pursuits  la\  claim  to  bis  time, 
talents  and  resources:  family,  which  remains  a  priority;  teaching;  working  with  reco\ering  substance  abusers;  church  actnlties 
and  offices;  and  Westerners  United  for  a  Regional  Conference  (WURC).  the  organization  which  he  helped  to  spearhead  and 
which  he  currently  chairs. 

Dr  Partridge's  respect  for  the  significance  of  historical  figures  is  rivalled  onl\  by  his  abiding  appreciation  for  conteniporar\ 
role  models.  He  is  no  respecter  of  persons  •  gleaning  and  profiting  from  Individuals  across  age.  gender  socioeconomic,  cultural, 
and  ethnic  lines.  .Among  those  for  whose  examples  he  is  especially  appreciative  and  Indebted  are:  Frank  Hale.  Frederick  Anderson. 
Timothx  .McDonald,  and  .\ler\->n  Warren 

Dr  Partridge  was  married  for  thirt\-five  years  to  \'elma  Ha\es.  who  is  now  deceased  The  two  Partridge  daughters  are 
Jennifer  \'enea  and   Audrey  L\nn.  .Adding  further  delight  to  his  life  are  three  grandsons  and  a  granddaughter 

Over  the  >ears.  Dr  Partridge  has  deemed  it  a  privilege  to  ser\e  and  to  support,  to  create  and  to  structure  -  to  \ision  ■ 
programs  and  priorities  that  have  blessed  countless  others.  .All  that  he  has  done  has  been  enriched  because  it  was  presented  as 
a  gift  of  love  from  the  heart. 
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Mrs.  Gloria  Moore  was  born  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  to  Mr.  "3?  Mrs.  Lawrence 
McKenzie.  There  are  two  other  siblings,  Lawrence  McKenzie  Jr.  and  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Simon.  All  are  dedicated  Christians.  Gloria  attended  Oakwood  Academy  and  transferred 
to  West  Charlotte  High  School  where  she  completed  her  requirements  for  graduation  in  1959, 
and  graduated  with  honors.  She  attended  Central  Piedmont  Community  College  in  Charlotte, 
NC  and  received  a  diploma  in  practical  nursing.  After  moving  to  Durham,  N.C.,  she  attended 
North  Carolina  Central  University  and  earned  a  B.S.N,  in  Nursing.

Dr.  Alfonzo  Greene  was  born  in  Candor,  North  Carolina,  and 
was  reared  by  his  grandparents.  Alfonzo  acquired  a  natural 
gift  and  instinct  for  business  while  growing  up  with  his 
grandfather  who  owned  and  operated  the  community  General  Store 
and  a  cotton  gin. 

After  graduating  from  high  school  he  pursued  a  career  in 
the  insurance  industry  where  he  worked  for  National  Accident  and 

Health  Insurance  Company.  He  was  so  successful  in  the  insurance  business  that  it  was  not  long  before  he  started 
the  Greene  Insurance  Agency  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

After  reading  a  series  of  pamphlets  on  the  Sabbath,  Alfonzo  left  the  Congregational  church,  and  jomed 
the  Seventh-day  Adventist  Church  in  Fayetteville.  North  Carolina. 

In  1951,  he  married  Estella  Gully,  Conference  Bible  Instructor  Soon  afterward  they  moved  to  Berrien 
Springs,  Michigan  where  he  completed  his  bachelors  degree  in  Business  Administration  at  Andrews  Lniversit\. 
After  graduation.  Dr  Greene  accepted  a  call  to  manage  the  Oahwood  College  Market  where  he  worked  from 
1962  to  1965. 

Desiring  to  further  his  quest  of  knowledge,  Dr  Greene  returned  to  Michigan,  where  he  completed  his 
Masters  of  Business  Administration.  Being  the  first  black  to  graduate  from  Western  Michigan  Lniversit\  with  a 
MBA  degree,  he  was  offered  many  positions  to  work  in  corporations.  However  being  an  avid  supporter  of 
Christian  education,  he  chose  to  return  to  Oakwood  to  teach  in  the  business  department,  where  he  taught  from 
1967  to  1970. 

After  leaving  Oakwood  he  returned  to  Michigan  and  taught  business  in  the  Benton  Harbor  .Area  School 
Systems  until  receiving  a  call  by  the  General  Conference  to  teach  at  West  Indies  College  in  .Wandeville.  Jamaica. 
He  served  there  until  August,  1977  to  1978  Dr  Greene  taught  Business  Administration  at  Lake  .Michigan  until 
accepting  the  position  of  Business  Manager  of  Lynwood  Academy. 

Longing  to  be  in  the  classroom,  where  he  could  stimulate,  challenge  and  moti\ate  the  minds  of  black 
students,  Dr  Greene  left  Lynwood  Academy  to  accept  a  professorship  in  the  business  department  at  l\entuck\ 
State  University  in  Frankfort,  Kentucky,  where  he  served  from  1978-1992  with  two  brief  interruptions  in  ser- 
vice. From  1980-1981,  Dr  Greene  was  a  visiting  professor  at  Livingstone  College,  Salisburg,  North  Carolina, 
where  he  helped  to  stabilize  its  fledgling  business  department.  From  1985-  1986  he  was  chairman  of  the  Business 
Department  at  Columbia  Union  College.  In  1992,  Dr  Greene  returned  to  Oakwood  College  as  a  visiting  professor 
where  he  taught  business  until  his  retirement  at  the  end  of  1994. 

In  1985  Dr  Greene  completed  his  doctoral  degree  of  Business  Administration  (  DB.A)  in  Management 
from  International  Graduate  School.  Since  then,  he  has  conducted  workshops  on  the  .New  Black  Entrepreneur 
While  at  KSU  he  was  chairman  of  the  Small  Business  Department,  which  helped  blacks  to  become  entrepreneurs 
He  holds  membership  in  the  Association  of  Collegiate  Entrepreneurs  (ACE)  .Academ_\  of  .Management  and  the 
National  .Association  of  Home  Builders. 

Dr  Greene  is  not  only  known  for  his  contributions  made  in  the  classroom,  but  for  being  an  expert 
residential  builder  He  is  a  licensed  builder  in  Michigan  and  Kentuck.v 

Since  the  age  of  si.xteen,  when  he  joined  the  .NAACP,  Dr  Greene  has  been  active  in  the  civil  rights 
movement.  He  was  the  first  black  to  register  to  vote  in  his  township  since  reconstruction.  He  helped  to  integrate 
business,  churches  and  other  organizations. 

One  of  his  greatest  enjoyments  in  life  was  raising  his  three  sons  (who  all  are  builders)  and  one  wonderful 
daughter  His  oldest  son,  Alfonzo,  Jr  is  Pastor  of  the  Sharon  SD.A  church  in  .Milwaukee;  .Aiuhonv,  is  an  Attornev 
for  the  State  of  Michigan  in  Grand  Rapids  Michigan;  Crystal,  is  a  Business  and  Computer  Instructor  at  Oakwood 
Academy:  and  Frederick  is  an  Attorney  and  owner  of  Greene  Law  Firm,  PC  in  Lansing  .Michigan. 

In  1988,  Dr  Greene  received  the  highest  honor  awarded  to  citizens  of  Kentiickv  .  He  was  commissioned 
a  Kentucky  Colonel.

Charles  D.  Brooks 


There  are  few  in  the  evangelical  circle  that  have  not  heard  of  Charles  Decatur  Brooks. 
The  Oakwood  College  alumnus  and  ordained  Seventh-day  Adventist  minister  had 
originally  planned  to  pursue  a  career  in  dentistry  before  responding  to  the  divine  call  to 
preach  the  gospel.  With  this  change  of  heart,  it's  been  said  that  he  made  the  decision  to 
"specialize  in  correcting  truth  decay  rather  than  tooth  decay."  The  prestigious  honors  bestowed 
upon  Brooks  include  mention  in  Who  s  Who  in  Religion  and  Notable  Americans.  He  was  most 
recently  inducted  into  the  Martin  Luther  King  Jr ,  Board  of  Preachers  and  Collegium  of  Scholars 
at  Morehouse  College.  He  has  also  received  an  honorary  doctorate  from  .Andrews  L  ni\ersity,  in 
recognition  of  his  scholarly  and  spiritually  beneficial  contributions  to  the  church  and  general 
public,  through  his  ministry. 

Perhaps  his  work  can  best  be  described  as  a  catalyst  for  change,  global  mission  is  nothing 
new  to  the  Speaker/Director  for  the  "Breath  of  Life"  telecast.  For  more  than  20  years  Elder 
Brooks  has  used  the  power  of  the  broadcast  medium  to  reach  out  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
television  viewers  ever^'where.  During  this  time,  he  has  helped  to  baptize  o\er  1  1,000  souls 
around  the  world  and  touched  a  countless  more. 

Recently  retired  from  his  position  as  general  field  secretary  with  the  General  Conference 
of  Seventh-day  Adventists,  Brooks  spent  twenty-four  years  in  this  capacity  adxising  administratixe 
bodies  which  oversee  various  levels  of  the  world  church  organization  and  representing  the  General 
Conference  on  college  and  academy  campuses.  Even  more  impressi\e  is  that  Brooks  has  spent 
close  to  half  a  century  preaching  and  serving  the  church.

Message  applauds  Wilfred  Gooden  who  is  a  successful  entrepreneur  by  day,  and 
altruistic  philanthropist  always.  Although  his  protective  Jamaican  parents  worried 
that  the  cold  weather  of  his  chosen  outdoor  profession  would  not  be  in  an  island  boy's 
best  interest,  Wilfred  George  Gooden  has  been  a  respected  building  engineering  contractor  for 
close  to  55  years.  The  first  black  owner,  builder  and  developer  to  receive  federal  subsidies  for  his 
projects,  Gooden  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  New  York  City  Mayor's  Committee  on  Housing 
and  Development.  As  the  founder  of  the  Wilfred  G.  Gooden  Construction  Corporation,  he  has 
offered  hope  to  many  dilapidated  New  York  City  blocks  while  rehabilitating  otherwise  deteriorated 
housing,  office  buildings  and  a  city  landmark. 

Gooden,  well-known  as  a  humanitarian,  has  also  offered  hope  to  many  young  people 
both  in  the  United  States  and  in  his  native  West  Indian  home.  As  founder  and  chairman  of  the 
Concerned  Committee  for  Christian  Education,  it's  not  hard  to  tell  by  his  actions  that  promoting 
education  is  high  on  his  list  of  priorities.  Gooden  has  contributed  to  Oakwood  College's 
endowment  fund  and  established  a  scholarship  fund  of  $50,000  for  the  school's  students. 
Contributions  were  also  made  to  various  Adventist  educational  institutions  and  other  elementary 
schools  in  New  York  City.  His  organization  also  raises  thousands  of  dollars  to  help  make 
Christmas  special  for  those  less  fortunate.  Every  year  the  committee  ships  various  food  items 
and  toys  to  churches  in  Jamaica  for  distribution  on  the  island. 

A  long-standing  member  of  the  Seventh-day  Adventist  church,  he  has  donated  materials 
and  finances  for  the  construction  of  three  churches  in  Jamaica.  Gooden's  generosity  has  even 
found  its  way  into  the  medical  arena,  where  he  donated  funds  to  purchase  the  first  heart  valve 
for  the  children  of  Jamaica,  and  imported  and  donated  over  $1  million  worth  of  hospital  equipment 
to  various  hospitals. 

There  s  no  doubt  the  results  of  his  efforts  are  felt  beyond  the  boundaries  of  his  immediate 
community  as  he  continues  to  make  profound  contributions  both  here  and  abroad  to  not  only 
education  and  health,  but  also  the  arts,  music  and  other  youth  development  programs.  Gooden's 
secret  to  success  lies  in  his  prayer  life  where  he  says,  "I  present  my  problems  to  God  and  then 
face  the  challenges  without  hesitation. "  He  hopes  to  be  a  guiding  light  to  everyone  he  meets,  but 
more  so  encouraging  and  impacting  the  lives  of  young  people.

Well,  the  proof  of  one's  call  and  that  God  has  led  is  in  the  results.  This  year  I  retire  after  almost  45 
years  in  the  formal  ministry.  What  a  great  and  wonderful  journey  it  has  been!  I  must  have  failed  the  Lord 
often,  B-U-T\ie  has  never  failed  me  in  His  work;  He  has  just  been  gracious  in  giving  me  the  privilege  of 
being  a  part  of  the  'nicest  work  on  earth  "...  the  work  with  eternal  interests. 

Perhaps  He  will  allow  me  to  continue  for  a  while  with  the  vibrant,  vital  television  ministry:  "BREATH 
OF  LIFE."  We  have  the  opportunity  of  touching  millions  of  lives  each  week.  I  wish  you  would  rejoice  with 
us  in  what  God  does  with  the  program... the  souls  touched,  the  souls  won  and  the  churches  established. 
Pastor  Walter  Arties  (founder).  Pastor  Reginald  Robinson  and  I  give  HIM  all  the  glory.  But  I  look  back 
with  deep  and  genuine  appreciation  for  what  Oakwood  did  in  preparing  me.  I  also  look  back  over  the  years 
with  ineffable  joy.  My  memories  are  lovely  &nd  positive  and  good!! 

Like  so  many  Oakwoodites,  I  found  my  beloved  here.  Many  times  I  have  rejoiced  over  her  in  silence 
and  wondered,  "Suppose  I  hadnt  come  to  Oakwood?"  It  seems  that  everything  I  hold  dearest  is  somehow 
connected  to  that  pivotal  event  in  my  life  when  I  headed  by  train  to  Huntsviile... and  I  believe  to  my  eternal 
life,  which  1  fondly  anticipate  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Thank  you,  Oakwood,  and  Happy  Anniversary.  You  cannot  turn  the  clock  back.  I  know  my  crowd  is  a 
bit  "'old-fashioned,"  but  please  don"t  let  the  special  something,  which  we  found  here,  ever  dissipate!  Stay 
close  to  the  Lord  and  His  purpose  in  establishing  you  here!
